It is very similar in concept to the B&W apartment antenna that's been 
around a while. I think the B&W was significantly cheaper. I had one. It 
works, but given the choice between loading up the metal rain gutters and 
using the apartment antenna, I'd try loading the rain gutters first. The 
antenna tunes via the counterpoise wire and tap points on the coil. Select 
the correct tap and lengthen/shorten the counterpoise for acceptable match. 
It's difficult to get on your own, perhaps easier with an antenna analyzer.

Hi Pres & All, 
Thanks for the information. 


Here is the situation. The regular RS PN 270-092C electret mike (3-wire) 
works great wired to #1 (Mike), #7 (ground) and #5 (8VDC) on the Kenwood. 


The computer mike has a gnd-sleeve-tip 1/8" plug, but the tip and sleeve 
are apparently connected together inside the plug. I connected 
tip/sleeve to #1, ground to #7 and #5 through a 1K resistor to #1. I 
didn't use a cap because the 3 wire worked OK without it. 


Well, now here is the solution. 


My initial problem was that the electret mike in the RS 33-1107 Headset 
was defective, and I suspect that I accidently let its smoke out. 


Replacing the electret element (yep, that's what it was) with another 
from my 2-way goody repair/junk box brought the mike to life. 


It is essential to use a cap (I used a 0.1 tantalum, positive toward the 
mike element) in series with the mike line to Pin 1 on the plug to my 
Kenwood. Also, I used a 510 ohm from the 8V pin on the mike jack (Pin 5) 
to the mike. 


Sorry to be so verbose, however I started this thread and wish to brink 
it to a conclusion. 


Thanks to all who responded to my plea for help.

Turner exploded and sank, with the loss of 100 crew, near New York harbor 
on Jan 3, 1944. Thorn was sunk as target practice off Florida on 26 Aug 
1974. Black was sold for scrap on 17 Feb 1971. So Kidd is the sole 
survivor of the foursome, now a memorial and museum moored on the 
Mississippi River.

Well, my belief is that WE, 

the homebrewing community of QRP'rs, are being served by idealistically 
motivated individuals who decide to make kits available to us tomake 

life a lot easier. Back in the "old days" before the "kit guys" started 
putting parts into baggies so that WE ALL could build stuff without the 

fuss of ordering a zillion parts from as many sources -- that is exactly 
what it took. Armed with a schematic and parts list, we had to search 

the catalogues to find the parts. Complaining that EmbRes is late on 
deliveries? Try the "old way" a couple of times and see how long it 

takes to actually melt solder! Doug is probably the world-record 

baggie stuffer. Like the kit guys, he invested his time to make it 

easier to get QRP'rs into homebrewing. It is one thing to say "Hey, 

it's a lot more fun working QRP with stuff you built yourself," and 

it is quite another to say the same and add "here's all the stuff you need 
to build it with." So, why wouldn't I feel a bit guilty about my TiCK? EmbRes 
put all the time into designing, programming, debugging etc., and actually, 
they didn't get a red cent out of me -- actually, not even a "thank you."

Hi George, it isn't the people, but the application of the DB use. We use 
DB because it's easier to talk about 20 than 1000. In radio we get high 
gains in radios because it's needed, and when you calculate it DB are 
easier than actual huge numbers. 


The original use of DB is a ratio of power at the same point in 
the circuit. This means the impedance doesn't change. Now if you want the 
DB differeance between 2 points in a circuit WATCH OUT! The impedance may 
be different and you must account for that. 


The Voltage DB always gave me trouble. The reason being it ONLY 
works if the differance taken at the same point. 


So when someone tells you "it went up 20 DB", they are talking by 
definition power differance. But it can be wrong.

The antenna pattern shown on your reference webpage is 
the pattern of the antenna looking from the xsidex of 
the antenna, NOT the top. 


It shows that the main pattern is pretty-much on the 
horizon, with some minor lobes sticking "up" (and 
down, of course). It's typical of collinear vertical 
antennas, although they can be constructed to have 
some down-tilt for specific applications (like a 
mountain-top site where you have to cover the valleys 
below). 


The pattern you see (from the side, remember!) is omni- 
directional -- like a very skinny, skimpy doughnut 
slipped over the antenna "skewer" (a doughnut like you 
would server to your mother-in-law). 


By the way, that omni pattern is achieved xonlyx if 
you mount the antenna out in the clear or at least, 
very, very well spaced away from a supporting pole or 
tower leg. If too close, it may generate a cardiod 
(heart-shaped) pattern instead of totally omni.

Although I have worked on and aligned my Sierra, I did not build it. 
However, having built other rigs of a similar nature, I assume it is 
rather easy to build. The modules could get tedious I suspect . My 
Sierra has the K2 digital display/keyer and I have all band modules. I 
have used it on every band from 80 to 10 and I have collected Mongolia 
and most points east, west, north and south for that matter. This 
includes a few DXexpeditions. I really like the Sierra as it is more 
than the sum of its parts. It is one of those radios that is a joy to 
operate. The controls all seem "right" in terms of placement and 
action. The bandwidth filter does the job nearly all of the time. It 
is also a pleasure in terms of clean audio...it does not have harsh or 
unpleasant audio. This is important to me because it means you can 
listen for a long time without fatigue and you can easily pick out and 
copy weak signals. I also like the fact it is a rugged design, you can 
easily follow the schematic, and it is a basic analog rig. 


I am willing to accept the K1 is a "better" radio with updated 
technical features as well as features the Sierra totally lacks, but I 


wonder if it has better ears, is any better for use in the field, and is 
as rugged. 


I have often thought of buying and building a K1, but I have enjoyed the 
Sierra so much that I doubt I could part with it or would favor the K1 
over it. Some rigs you just gravitate to when you want to operate. 

Purely personal and thus everyone has a different opinion. For me, the 
Sierra is one such radio. For example, I have a Icom 718 and while I 
admire many of its features and recognize its performance, I don't like 
to use it for CW. There is just something about the sound of its CW 
audio that is unpleasant to me. 


If the radio is to be used solely in the shack, then I might say the OHR 
500 is a better radio of this type...solid, quiet, basic analog rig with 
nice audio....but I use the Sierra in the Shack quite a bit where the 
OHR500 and 718 are available too.
